New Artificial Stone. 

According to the Denver Post, a mar- 
ble-like material, declared to be a great 
advunce over other artificial stone, is 
now made from the waste slag of blast 
furnaces mixed with a little lime, The 
slag is crushed and powdered, oue-sev- 
enth part of quicklime is added, and 
the mass, made into a paste with wa- 
ter, is pressed into molds of metal. 
The blocks so formed on drying have 
the consistency of chalk, They are 
placed in iron cylinders from which 
the air is pumped out and then re- 
placed with carbonic acid, and after 
a few days in this gas the hydrate ef 
lime becomes carbonated, binding the 
mass into a rock of great hardness, 
The finished stone takes a high polish.

SUFFRAGETTES INTERRUPT. 


Hundreds Attend Mrs. Humphrey 
Ward's Gathering of Antis. 

London, March 29.—Mrs. Hum- 
phrey Ward, the novelist, presided at 
a meeting of anti-suffragists on Sat- 
urday night. Lord Cromer spoke, or 
tried to speak, opposing the granting 
of the franchise to women. 

The moment Lord Cromer began he 
was interrupted by questions from 
the women suffragists, hundreds of 
whom were present, and his lordship 
was not permitted to utter a single 
sentence without interruption. Mrs. 
Ward vainly tried to keep order, but 
whenever any speaker suggested that 
woman’s place is her home, he or 
she was roundly hissed. 

The list of the names of vice-presi- 
dents of the meeting discloses the 
fact that Mrs. Lewis Harcourt and 
Lord Curzon oppose woman suffrage. 


Mistake of Missionaries. 

Pekin, March 29.—Native resent- 
ment over the purchase by American 
Methodists of property for a mission 
near the tomb of Confucius is a fac- 
tor in recent anti-foreign demonstra- 
tions in Shantung Province. The 
seller of the property has been sent 
to jail. Feeling is intense and the 
matter has been referred by the lega- 
tions to the Waiwapu. 

Missionaries report that anti-for- 
eign feeling is strong in Chufou, 
Tongpingchou and Tsaochufu, notor- 
ious hotbeds of secret societies. There 
is no evidence of immediate danger. 
The foreign diplomatic representa- 
tives are confident that the soldiers 
sent by the governor of Shantung will 
be able to cope with the situation. 


Suit Against Haldane. 
London, March 29.—H. C. Woods, a 
former lieutenant in the Grenadier 
Guards, who was removed from the 
army more than a year ago after his 
refusal to resign when asked to do 
so, has thrown a bomb into army 
ranks by bring suit against War Sec- 
retary Haldane and other members 
of the army council, demanding $375,- 
000 damages. Woods asserts that the 
council acted unconstitutionally, as 
an act of Parliament empowers ‘the 
commander-in-chief alone to deprive 

an officer of his commission. 


Boy Shoots His Comrade. 


Joggins Mines, N.S., March 29.—A 
shooting accident took place here yes- 
terday afternoon, resulting in the 
death of James Holmes, aged 15. 

Holmes, accompanied by a boy 
named Logue, aged 14, had started 
for the woods with a small rifle on a 
shooting expedition. The Logue boy 
Was carrying the rifle and was under 
the impression it was unloaded. He 
aimed at a tree and pulled the trigger 
just as Holmes, who was a few steps 
ahead of him, stepped in front. The 
bullet entered his head.

Toronto, March Pressure is 
growing business capacity of 
the Legislature in view of the inten- 
tion of the Government to get through 
by April 8. A batch of third readings 
was rushed through yesterday, to 
which his honor the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor will give assent on Monday at 
2.30 p. m. The chief items of busi- 
ness were the completion of the vali- 
dating and dealing with the Hydro- 
Electric power contracts, and the de- 
bate on Joseph Downey's consump- 
tion bill requiring notification, which 
was adjourned at 6 o'clock by Dr. 
R. F. Preston. 

J. C. Elliott, seconded by D. Ra- 
eine, who iste counsel for J. M 
McEvoy of London, one of the lead- 
ing opponents of the Government pol- 
icy of cheap power for the people of 
Ontario, presented a long motion on 


For 
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on the 


the third reading of the bill by which 
the electric power bylaws and con- 
tracts with the Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission are validated. It wound 
up with a proposal to re-submit the 
whole question once more to the rate- 
payers; another to repeal the power 
transmission measures, and one de- 
clearing the Hydro-Electrie Commis- 
sion a body corporate 

Premier Whitney called attention 
to the fact that Mr. Elliott’s motion 
was quite out of order under the rule 
that no motion shall be prefaced by 
recitals or preambles. Besides it pro- 
fessed to repeal three different acts 
by which the power scheme is insti- 
tuted. 

“TI brought the bill into committee, 
this afternoon and went through it 
from end to end, amending every sec- 
tion,” remarked the Premier. ‘That 
was the time to introduce motions 
and discussion, and we never heard 
a word from the Opposition.” The 
motion was ruled out of order and 
the bill read a third time. 

Joseph Downey introduced his bill 
requiring notification of all cases of 
consumption. There are from 12,000 
to 15,000 infected people in Ontario, 
with 3,000 deaths annually, and Mr. 
Downey made a strong and eloquent 
plea for his bill. New York began 
with compulsory notification and it 
had brought about a reduction in the 
death rate. Education of the people 
to the advantages of open air treat- 
ment would follow the bill. 

The House went into committee 
again on Hon. Adam Beck's bill re- 
specting certain municipal bylaws 
and agreements. 

J. D. McDougall (Ottawa) admitted 
the bill was meritorious, and was as 
anxious as any member to further it, 
but he thought that the ratepayers 
of a municipality should vote on all 
questions involving the expenditure 
of money, and contracts with the 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission 
should not be excepted. 

Sir James Whitney stated that, as 
the law stood at present, it was im- 
possible for any municipality to en- 
ter into a contract with the Hydro- 
Electric Commission without first sub- 
mitting the question to the ratepayers. 

Sir James Whitney’s bill to validate 
the power bylaws and © contracts 
which had been passed by various 
municipalities was again considered 
in committee, and several amend- 
ments made. The Premier was anx- 


ious to have this bill passed by the. 


House and thereupon moved the third 
reading. 

J.C. Elliott, member for West Mid- 
dlesex, complained that the provi- 
sions of this bill would work a hard- 
ship upon farmers and others through 
whose lands the transmission lines 
would pass. They did not receive 
the same benefit as a farmer would 
through whose lands a railway might 
pass. They had no redress for in- 
jury or damage to stock, crops or 
uildings. 

The Canada Central wes given an- 
other opportunity to utilize its char- 
ter to build from Sudbury to Little 
Current and on Manitoulin Island by 
the private bills committee. A clause 
will be inserted guaranteeing that cer- 
tein work will be commenced 

The Southwestern Traction Co., 
which will run to Port Stanley, were 
given power to issue new bonds to the 
extent of $6,000 per mile to liquidate 
a floating dels of $150,000. 

Port Arthfir and Fort William may 
continue to operate Sunday cars, de- 
creed the committee, but the men 
shall not be compelled to work more 
than six days in any week, and cars

Britain Must Take Action 
Matter of Dirigibles. 
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Members of House of Commens Urge 
Government to Do Something to 
Cope With Germany's Tremendous 
Strides In Air Warfare—Need Two- 


Power Standard In Airship, Says 
Sir Percy Scott. 


London, April 6.—Great Britain 
seems to be waking up to the fact 
that the other nations of the world 
are leaving her behind in the race 
for command of the air. 

While the members of the House 
of Commons were yesterday afternoon 
drawing the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the fact that Germany has 
built, or is building, a dozen dirig- 
ible airships, and urging the Govern- 
ment to take up with ene the con- 
struction of a British air fleet, there 
was being held at the same time a 
meeting in the Mansion House, under 
the chairmanship of the Lord Mayor 
of London, in support of the same ob- 
ject. Among those present were Ad- 
miral Lord Charles Beresford, Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, Lord Curzon, 
Sir Hiram Maxim and Admiral Sir 
Percy Scott, all of whom heartily sup- 
ped bee aenon ze :

Montreal, April 6.—An i gf is 
being held at Roberval, Lake St. John 
district, this week to ascertain the 
cause of the death of two men named 
Bernard and Lemieux, whose bodies 
were found in the woods some time 
back. Yesterday afternoon Adolphe 
Grassette left Montreal on the C. N. 
train for Roberval, accompanied by 
Detective Lapointe of the Provincial 
Detective Bureau. Grasette was the 
companion of the other two, and he 
was the last one to see them alive. 
The three went on a hunting expedi- 
tion into the woods and it is thought 
that at the inquiry some light will be 
thrown on their movements.

He is short in stature, built 
like a wrestler, with poreral legs, 
broad shoulders, dee chest and mus- 
cular arms.

the street by flourishing a pair of 
| revolvers, He then ran a short dis-

ed with his confreres. 

About half-past 7 a man with a 
false black beard smashed the win- 
dow of Grothe’s jewelry store, seized 
a tray containing thirty-six diamond 
|rings, and emptied them into his 
pocket, He then started shouting and 
shooting: right and left with two big 
revolvers. The street was crowded at 
the time, and when the shooting 
started nearly everybody rushed for 
cover. Fortunately only one person 
was hit, a bullet lodging in the leg of 
John Bertrand, who was standing on 
| the opposite side of the street, but 
several plateglass: windows-were. brok- 
en. by flying bullets. 

The robber rushed down the street, 
firing and shouting, until he reached 
Lagauchetiere street, where a rig 
was waiting, and he drove away. 
There is no description of the rob- 
ber beyond his black beard, which 
was false, the crowd falling into a 
blind panic when the shooting dis- 
play commenced, and no policemen 
were around, so not the slightest ef- 
fort was made to stop the bandit. 


FEEDS OWN FLESH TO BABES. 


Mother Saves Children’s Lives by 
Cutting Her Own Body. 


Detroit, April 5.—A horrible story, 
almost incredible in its barbarity and 
gruesomeness, is told by Hilton 
George, an employe of the Hudson 
Bay Co, in the Algoma district, who 
arrived at Traverse City, Mich., on 
Saturday to visit relatives. 

George, who has been with the 
Hudson Bay Co. for four years and 
is in charge of an important post 
near Lake Nepigon, was notified that 
a family of Indians living in an out- 


of-the-way spot was in imminent dan- 
ger of starvation. He immediately 
started out on snowshoes with a dog 
team, carrying supplies for the be- 
leaguered ones. When he reached 
the Indian wigwam in the wilderness 
a terrible sight greeted him. 

The mother, knowing assistance 
was on the vay: had doled out the 
provisions carefully, but the delay 
was too long and the children were 
erying for food. 

Taking the keen hunting knife from 

its sheath, the devoted mother cut 
several strips of flesh from her own 
body and upon this she fed the little 
ones. 
._ George immediately had the suffer- 
ing mother and her family conveyed 
to the nearest post, where the woman 
is now. making a brave fight for life. 
The children are well and strong. 


Suicide at the Falls. 


Niagara Falls, N.Y., April 5.—An 
unknown man, about 38 years old, 


yesterday afternoon committed sui- 
cide b jumping into the river from 
Luna Island. 


A score of people saw him swept 
over the falls. The man’s actions 
were not unusual and even when he 
clambered up on the bridge railing no 
one supposed he was going to jump. 
He stood on the railing for a second 
or two peering down into the river 
and then dove in head foremost, like 
a swimmer taking a dip in the lake. 

He was described as an unusually 
handsome man, weighing about 180 
pounds, with black hair and mous- 
tache. His overcoat was found on 
the bridge.

$4,000 of the amount required was 
pledged. 
Slips were distributed among the 
audience at the close to be signed by 
those willing to be responsible for 
one or more $10 shares. The first 
slip sent in teok ten shares or $100. 
This was to cover the expenses of the 
movement estimated at $6,000 a year 
for three years. 
8. J. Moore, chairman of the con- 
gress executive committee, presented 
a report of the Canadian council, 
with a sketch of the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary Movement up to date. The 
Canadian churches are expected to 
undertake the evangelization of 40,- 
900,000 non-Christian people, and for 
this purpose $4,500,000 a year, or $5 a 
head per church member is required.

have Indeed been a strong one, seeing 
| that so many years of domestication 
| bave not eradicated it. 

On the other band, the donkey is de- 
scended from animals that lived among 
the bills, with the usual precipices and 
dangerous declivities, and from these 
conditions, it would appear, there re- 
sulted its slowness and sure footedness. 
The donkey's uncestors were not, then, 
so lable to sudden attucks from wild 
beasts and snakes. Moreover, sudden 
and wild starts would have been pos- 
itively dangerous to the donkey's for- 
bears, Consequently they learned to 
avold the characteristic trick of the 
horse. The habit of eating thistles, pe- 
cullar to the donkey, seems also to 
have been Inherited from its ancestors, 
In the dry, barren localities they in- 
habited there was often very little 
food; therefore they learned to eat the 
hard, dry and even prickly plants and 
undergrowth when nothing else pre- 
sented itself. 


THE MONTEREY CYPRESS. 


Found In Its Wild State In Only Two 
Spots In the World, 

One of the most interesting and pic- 
turesque trees in the world, as well as 
one of the most ancient, is the Cupres- 
sus micracarps, or Monterey cypress. 
Its native habitat is extremely restrict- 
ed, for it ts found in its wild state In 
only two spots in the whole wide world 
—on the edge of a grove of conifers 
stretching for a few miles between 


| the bay of Monterey and the bay of 


Carmel (the latter of which bears a 
striking resemblance in outline and 
color to its prototype in the Holy Land) 
nnd in a similar spot near Pescadero, a 
little town lying on the coast between 
Monterey and San Francisco. The 
Monterey grove consists of only a doz- 
en or two cypresses of large size and 
most striking appearance. Their trunks 
are massive and wrinkled with boary 
age, while their boughs, gnarled and 
twisted, grow chiefly on one side away 
from the stormy winds that bave buf- 
feted them for thousands of years. The 
noble trees are limited to the rocky 
wind beaten shore, on which some of 
them have but a precarious hold. 
Hemmed between the slowly encroach- 
Ing ocean on one band and a pine for- 
est on the other, their future is ex- 
posed to great hazard. It Is therefore 
gratifying to observe that a fair num- 
ber of thrifty young cypresses are 
holding their own against the pines,for

HICCOUGHS. 


A Simple Treatment by Which They 
May Be Cured. 

Did you ever tuke nine swallows of 
water to cure the hiccoughs? Do you 
remember the time some one scared 
the hiccoughs away by telling you of 
a whipping due for some meanness? 

Well, science has been studying hic- 
coughs and caught the hiccoughs by 
the “nape of the neck.” The nine 
swallows of water had a little science 
in ft, and so did the scare cure. The 
scientific hiccough cure consists ip 
pressing down to numbness the nerve 
that connects the #tomach, heart, lungs 
and brain, the pneumogastric nerve. 
The pressure partially and locally 
paralyzes this nerve and of necessity 
the hiccoughing must cease. 

Have the hiccoughing patient sit 
down and be at ease, with the muscles 
of the neck relaxed as much as poxssj- 
ble’ Grasp both sides of the neck 
somewhat toward the back part and 
press down steadily and as hard as the 
subject may permit for about one min- 
ute, having the patient work the head 
from side to side, Within about one 
minute the nerve will be numbed and 
rested, and the spasmodic motion will 
cease. It may require longer pressure 
in some cases, but the result is sure if 
patience {s maintained. 


A Thirteenth Century Drink.

| The Proper Care of Milk. 


| Notes from aa Address by the Dairy Com 
missioner Ia Madoc a Pew Weeks Ago. 


The meeting addressed by Mr, Geo. 
. Barr, of The Dairy Conimissioner 
ff, Ottuwa, on March 10th, as ad- 
ised through the columns of THe 
Review of March 18th and by posters, 
was well attended, considering the 
short notice received by the dairymen, 
the Town Hall being well filled. 

Mv. Barr took for his subject, ‘* The 
Care of Milk for Cheesemaking,” and 
illustrated with lante ws the re- 
sults of an extensive series of experi- 
tuents conducted by the Dairy Com- 
missioners’ Branch of Ottawa at 
Smith's Falls last summer, To deal- 
ing with the subject he took the cows 
of two farmers and showed the resalts 
from the different way of handling or 
caving for the milk, At Farm No. 1, 
the same milk was cured for in three 
different ways: first part being milked 
and put in the can and allowed to 
cool itself without any care, the 
second part being put through an 
nxereator and allowed to fallin the can 
in a thin film and afterwards cooled 
down to atemperature of 70’, while 
the third part was putin a can having 
cold water around it and cooled to 70° 
as quickly as possible aftec milking. 
He also illustrated three different ex- 
periments by which part No. 3° was 
cooled, each giving practically the 
sane vesult—first by cutting a barrel 
in two, placing the can of milk in the 
barvel and running the water into the 
barrel through « leeder from the 
pump. The overtlow pipe was placed 
three inches from the top of the barrel, 
to which a gas pipe was attached lead- 
ing to « watering trough tor watering 
the stock, The wilk was thus cooled 
in 8 minutes, also the same pumping 
watered the stock. Second, he showed 
the use of a tank made of two plank, 
about 18 inches from one end ot which 
a partition being plated which came 
about 2 inches from the bottom of the 
tank. Thecans were placed in the 
larger part of the tank while the water 
was pumped in from the top of the 
smaller part and compelled to zo down 
to the bottom of the tank, through 
the narrow space af the bottom of the 
partition, around the bottom of the 
cans, the water then becoming heated 
would raise to the top where it flowed 
out through an overflow pipe placed 
about 3inches from the top of the 
tank, The milk was put in the cans 
in this tank and the lids put on the 
cans as soon vy the milking was done,

The next 
morning the temperature of the milk 
was 70 degrees, which Mr. Barr 
thought was the right temperature. 
‘Lhe third wav was by cooling with 
the Shot Gun ean, ice or cold water 
being put into the Shot Guo can and 
placed into the can of milk, This way 
Mr. Barr found gave the same cooling 
results when tried ny themselves but 
great care wust be taken or dust is 
liable to accumulate on the Shot Gun 
can and thus contaminate the milk. 
The milk from Farin No, 2 was cared 
for in the same way and exactly same 
results obtained. Good ordinary con- 
ditions existed at both these facins 
where the experiments were made. 
Tke milk in each cuse was taken to 
the factory and made separately into 
cheese under the same conditions, 
The cheese from milk No. 1 developed 
90 degrees ris germs, that from No, 2 
which run over the seareator and 
cooled developed 60.degrees yas germs 
aod thatfrom milk No. 3 produced 
only 6 degrees or practically no gas 
germs. The cheese when matured oc 
caved frow milk No, still maintained 
90 degrees gas germs and not clean in 
flavor. Cheese from milk No, 2 when 
curved developed 75 degrees gas germs 
aod not clean in flevor while the 
cheese fvom milk No, 3 when cured 
had only 6 degrees gas germs and 
clean in flavor. 
At the close of these views a very 
interesting discussion touk p'ace,taken 
partin by the leading dairymen and 
cheesemukers, which was very educa- 
tive and enjoyed by all. At the close 
of the meeting a unanimous vote of 
thanks was tendered to Mr, Burr. This

Toronto, April 13 
Neros; do not fridle while 
burning,” said William 
Campbell, M.A., LL.D. 
poet and moral mentor, to the On- 
tario Library Association last night. 

This invitation to be up and doing 
referred to the necessity of stemming 
the tide of debasing influence of mod- 
ern popular literature. The librarians 
and the newspapers were told. “You 
have bred the monster which is about 
to destroy you. He who in any walk 
of life descends to catering to what 
is called public opinion is dooming 
himself in the long run.” 

“Where books were once use maga- 
zines and newspapers are taking their 
place. The average library in its ef- 
forts to be popular is deteriorating 
the library ideal to the public appe- 
tite. ‘Too much is being done to pro- 
vide cheap American magazines for 
boys and girls and lounging men. The 
magazine list could be cut down to 
one-fifth with great advantage. The 
reading of newspapers and novels has 
become one e@f the vices of our age.” 

Librarians were exhorted to wake 
up to the fact of the terrible degenera- 
tion in fiction. “Back to Sir Walter 
Scott. the greatest and sanest of Eng- 
lish writers, since Shakespeare!” 
seems to be the poet’s battle cry. 

The speaker fell foul of the works 
of George Meredith. which he de- 
scribed as “felse and pedantic, in-

jurious to British and Canadian cul- 
ture, disgustingly. immoral, a deca- 
dent and an @xceedingly nasty one. 
a literary and thical monstrosity.” 

“There is too much of the nasty in 
ordinary fiction. I tell you frankly 
the community won't stand it much 
longer. It is a sign of a terrible moral 
decadence. Hundreds of such books 
are on our library shelves to-day.” 

William De Morgan’s ‘Somehow 
Good,”’ was singled out for special ex- 
ecration. “There is no ‘somehow’ 
nxbout it. I should call it ‘altogether 
bad.’ Its theme is unfit to be handled 
in a novel. The book has no excuse 
for being. : 

“You ought to be ashamed to allow 
such vicious literature to creep into 
your shelves.” 

Such books as “The Shuttle” were 
a gross libel on British family life. 
Incidentally he paid a high tribute to 
Nursey’s book on Sir Isaae Brock, 
which, he declared should be read 
by every young Canadian. 

“Tt is dangerous to drift. to allow 
all sorts of egitators to dictate our 
ideals. The duty of Canadian libra- 
ries is to inculeate the sound, old- 
time, ethical. British iderls. We wor- 
ship smartness and forgive dishon- 
esty. Any really great literature can 
only conte from a sane, pure and God- 
like people.”” 

A paper by Inspector T. W. H. Lea- 
vitts on “The Working Man and the 
Library,” was reed. It was high time 
he held, that Canada should shake 
off the lethargy of industrial indiffer- 
ence. 

The following officers were elected: 
President, Judge Hardy. Brampton; 
first vice president, A. W. Cameron, 
B.A., Streetsville; second vice-presi- 
dent. D. J. Burpee, Ottawa; secretary, 
EF. A. Hardy, B.A., Toronto; treasurer, 
Dr. A. B. Macallum, Torento. Coun- 
cillors: Dr. George F. Locke, Toronto; 
W. F. Moore, Dundas; Miss Janet 
Charteris, Chatham; H. J. Olark, 
Belleville; D. Williams, Collingwood; 
Rev. W. A. Bradley, B.A., Berlin. 

In the afternoon Rev, W. A. Brad- 
ley of Berlin, the president, referred 
to the necessity of providing for the 
education of the artisan through the 
public library and the subjects for 
which at present he is largely depen- 
dent on U. 8. correspondence schools. 
He believed that with a Government 
grant the average fee of $50 a year 
‘so paid, could be cut in two. 

The secretary's report said that en- 
quiries had been received from Brit- 
ish Columbia, Alberta, Manitoba and 
Nova Scotia. The annual list of “best 
books” issued by the association has 
become a quarterly bulletin, and the 
question of an editorial board to sup- 
ervise the issue goes before the in- 
coming executive,

Toronto, April 12,—The Salvation 
Army on Sunday held special meet- 
ings in honor of General Booth’s 80th 
birthday In the morning meetings 
were held at all their halls, while 
afternoon and evening mass meetings 
were held in Massey Hall. 

Premier Whitney presided at the 
former, und the platform ineluded 
representative speakers from the pul- 
pit, bench, political leaders and phil- 
anthropical organizations, 

Telegrams were read from His Ex- 
cellency Earl Grey and many promi- 
nent people in the Dominion. 

In the evening Mayor Oliver un-! 
veiled a portrait of the general, paint- 
ed by Foster, and a boys’ band was 
dedicated, During this service, 
Speeches recently made by the gen- 
eral were reproduced on a phono- 
graph, and many addresses regarding 
his life were given. 

London, April 12.—With the rising 
of the sun upon England Saturday, 
there began the most remarkable cele- 
bration of which the world has re- 
cord. It ren completely around the 
globe with that day’s light, embraced 
men of all races, complexions and de- 
gree, was observed with equal fervor 
in semi-polar frost and under the 
equator, and was the occasion of such 
an outpouring of love, gratitude, good- 
will and congratulation, all directed 
upon one man, as surely no other 
one man has ever received. 

General William Booth, founder, 
head and director of the Salvation 
Army, was 80 years old. Not alone 
the thousands of his officers and mil- 
lions of his soldiers in fifty-four 
countries joined in observing the day, 
but the general’s modest house was 
doubtless, almost submerged in a 
flood of messages from great men and 
good in all the lands. 

William Booth was born in Notting- 
ham, England. His father was a mer- 
chant, for a time fairly well to do. 
The family was earnestly Episcopa- 
lian. When he was only 15 years old, 
young Booth wandered purposelessly 
one night into a Methodist chapel and 
became a member of the Methodist 
Church. | 

He started out, a boy, 15 or 16 years 
old, as a field or lay preacher, holding | 
services in the slum streets of Not- 
\ingham, standing on a chair or a 
box at a corner while he preached 
and pleaded. Ruffians tried to break 
up his meetings, pelting him with 
stones and filth. He resented noth- 
ing, defended himself against noth- 
ing but, smiling quietly while the ver- 
bal and material missiles flew, plead- 
éd on for souls. 

When he was 20 the exigencies of 
earning his bread took him to Lon- 
don, where, without a pause, he threw 
himself into the work in the great 
slums of the East End. In a few 
months he was a favorite and well- 
known preacher. On May 29, 1858, he 
was regularly ordained q minister of 
the Methodist Church, 

From that time his work grew with 
amazing rapidity and soon his own 
nickname of “General” suggested the 
establishment upon military lines of 
an army which has become the huge 
institution known the world over.

day message from Earl Grey wishing 
him continued health and happiness 
and adding: ‘There are many in Can- 
ada who are better and happier for 
your life’s work.” -

Buffalo, April 12.—Twice this year ! 
and es far as known, for the first 
time since the white man has come to 

| the banks of the Niagara, the voice of 
fthe river has been mute. The first 
time was late in February when, fol- 
|lowing a severe southwester, the flood 
| was trozen solid from bank to bank. 

Unprecedented weather has brought 
| about unprecedented conditions. On 
Wednesday of last week the worst 
gale of the season and the most vio- 
lent that the records of the weather 
bureau have ever recoraed for April, 
tore out of the southwest, and follow- 
ing the lakes and the channel of the 
Niagara, left ruin in its wake, The solid 
ice fields of Lake Erie were churned 
from end to end and piled in a huge 
conglomerate mass at the lower end 
of the lake. 

At Niagara Falls there had been a 
heavy ice bridge ia the pool below 
the cataract since the middle of the 
winter, Under the impact of the 
mass of ice from the lake above and 
the added flood brought down by the 
wind, the bridge gave way and began 
to surge down the rapids; but before 
it could win freedom in the ample 
waters of Lake Ontario, the wind 
shifted again to the north. Instantly 
the moving floes packed at the mouth 
of the river. Each instant of cold 
congealed the pack more solidly and 
each hour brough’ added pressure 
from above.

Just one short week before his death 
all hope of his revovery was given up 
and everything that loving bands and 
hearts could do to ease his suffering 
and pai was done, that bis last few 
hours might be more «pleasant. Mr. 
Brownson was a great sufferer and 
bore his sickness and pain with Chris- 
tian fortitude, being constant’ in 
prayer. He was perfectly resigned to 
the will of his Heavenly Father and 
thus went home to meet those gone 
on before, The cause of his death was 
cancer of the liver. Deceased was a 
member of the Presbyterian church, 
an honest, industrious farmer whose 
word was as good as his bond and was 
verv highly esteemed by ull who knew 
him. He had resided on the farm 
where he lived at the time of bis death 
upwards of thirty years and will be 
greatly missed by a host of friends 
who sympathise deeply with the sor- 
rowing family, The funeral took 
place on Wednesday, March 17th.

Telegraph Operator Johnston of Kala- 
Failed to Get Despatcher's 
Order—Has Resigned His Position 
Is Only Man Ser- 
iously Hurt — Engineers Jumped 
and Saved Their Lives. 


Two C.P.R. spe- 
cial passenger trains, loaded with 
Easter holiday passengers, came to- 
gether on & curve in a rock cutting, 
a mile east of Tweed shortly before 
dawn yesterday morning, apparently 
owing to the telegraph operator at 
Kaladar having fallen asleep at hie 
post. 

Conductors Scanlon and Webb were 
in charge of the trains. They had 
been ordered to cross at Buller siding, 
west of Tweed, but as No. 5 (west 
bound) was not there when No. 6 
(eastbound) came along, Conductor 
Webb proceeded to Tweed. No. 5 
passed Kaladar, and at East Hunger- 
ford siding broke an eccentric, which 
caused a delay of fully 40 minutes. 

Operator Johnston was in charge of 
the station at Kaladar. When No. 6 
reached Tweed Johnson was asked if

No. 5 had passed and he reported 
“No.” Conductor Webb was then or- 
dered to proceed to Kaladar and meet 
train No. 5 there. Had he been two 
or three minutes later in leaving 
Tweed the wreck would have been 
averted. Had he been a few minutes 
earlier there i# no telling what the 
horror of the disaster would have 
been. 

When the engineers saw their posi- 
tion both applied the emergency 
brakes and jumped. 

A baggage car on the westbound 
train in which Baggageman Emery 0. 
Winters of Toronto was riding, was 
telescoped by am empty car next to 
it. Both ends of the car in which 
Winters was were piled with baggage 
and freight. Almost simultaneous 
with the applying of the brakes the 
baggage was thrown violently toward 
the centre of the car, where Winters 
was standing. When the brakes were 
applied he was thrown off his feet 
and when the collision occurred, 
hardly a second afterward, the tons 
of trunks and the wreckage of the 
car completely enveloped him. 

When the passengers got there and 
saw the baggage and the debris piled 
in the centre of the car they began 
to tear down the pyramid. Everybody 
expected to find a mangled corpse 
beneath. After the pile had been re- 
duced two large trunks were found to 
be standing up together, in the cen- 
i of the pile ‘forming an inverted 


“Are you hurt, baggageman?” yell- 
ed one of the rescuers. The reply 
came back above the noise made by 
those clearing away the freight that 
he was still alive. 

When the baggage hed been clear- 
ed awey from the base of the two 
trunks and they had been turned on 
end Winters wes found. A heavy case 
containing a cash register was on his 
legs from his knees down. The case 
was lifted off end soon he was on his 
way to the Western Hospital at To- 
ronto ona special train. His injuries 
amounted to a bad shaking up, a 
number of minor bruises, and badly 
jammed legs, 

When Engineer E. Williams of the 


‘westbound train jumped he was shak- 


en up and his face was slightly lacer- 
ated. 

No one else was hurt, thouglr all 
the passengers were shaken up. Sev- 
eral who were riding with their backs 
to the engine were thrown forward 
on to the persons in front of them 
and more or less bruised. . 

Wrecking trains were soon on hand 
from Smith’s Falls and Havelock, 
and the track was cleared for traffic 
by about half-past one in the after- 
noon. 

The passengers west were 
transferred to the local, due to leave 
Tweed for Toronto at 6 a.m., and 
those going ea were sent forward 
on the afternoon train. 

Operator Johnston of Kaladar im- 
mediately resigned his position on 
learning of the disaster. 

Asleep When Train Passed. 

Toronto, April 10.—Superintendent 
Oborne of Toronto started for the 
scene of the accident soon after he 
heard about’ it. 

“Apparently owing to the night 
operator at Kaladar having fallen 
asleep and accepting orders, after he 
had awakened, for a train that had 
passed the station while he was 
asleep,” he said last night when ques- 
tioned as tothe probable cause of the 
accident. Another prime factor in 
the cause was that they came togeth- 
er on a sharp curve, where the view 
was obstructed by trees. 


Cut In Two by Train. 

St. Thomas, April 10.—John Hen- 
derson, aged 55, section foreman on 
the Pore Marquette, was instantly 
killed yesterday while at work in the 
yards. He started across the main 
line to a tool house and did not _no- 
tice a switch engine, which cut him 
in two. He had been on the railroad 
for many years. Pne son is a student 
at the Medical College in Buffalo, 

Negus Menelik Again III. 

Jibuti, Afriea, April 10.—Reports re- 
ceived here state that the Negus, 
Menelik, of Abyssinia, is again in a 
serious condition from angina pec- 
toris.

So said Lieut.-Col. William Hamil- 
fon Merritt, late commanding officer 
of the  Governor-General’s Body 


Guerds and president of the Canadian 
Military Institute in coneluding an 
address to that body last evening on 
“Patriotic Military rvice,”’ He 
added: 

“What strikes an average Canadian 
more forcibly than almost anything 


else in the old world, is the real earn- 
est serious tone that is assumed by 
even civilians when it comes to the 
matter of national defence, and the 
sefeguarding of flag and country. 
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Military and civilians alike seem key- 
ed-up, under normal conditions. to 
what would be a war scare pitch in 
this country. 

“No matter whether we like to allow 
ourselves to think it or not, the or- 
dinary state of mind towards the mili- 
tary organization of our people by 
our people is that it is purely fool 
business waste of time and wholly 
unnecessary. Forgetting the lesson 
of a hundred years ago they ask who 
is going to attack Canada? War with 
the United States is unthinkable. 
Japan is our ally, ete. 

“We can only give the old answer 
in reply: If we do not need an armed 
organization capable of putting a real, 
earnest strong defence—a united peo- 
ple striking all together for their 
homes and country—then we had bet- 
ter not spend money uselessly, and 
we should do away with all military 
expenditure, above all we should not 
waste it on a hopelessly inadequate 
and obsolete system. 

“The great lesson for our country- 
men to learn is that because we have 
a great and a potentially rich inheri- 
tance other countries will some day, 
if not now. wish to possess it, and 
that, instead of sneering at patriot- 
ism and soldiering, it should be held 
and taught that the highest duty and 
aspiration of every male citizen is 


to fit himself to defend that inherit- | 


ance with his own hands and his own 
body and his own life. 

“This is but a feeble indication of 

what the fathers and mothers of the 
Japanese have from generation to 
generation instilled into the minds 
of their children, and the fruits of 
which amazed the world in the late 
war. , 
“When we become more unselfish, 
when the individual learns that on 
him rests an obligation to fit himself 
for the defence of his home. his flag 
and his country, then and then only 
will Canada be safe, and by safe- 
guarding Canada we-~can claim: to 
have made secure the future right 
hand of a greater Empire than has 
been.” 

Col. Merritt’s remarks were supple-

THE MONTEREY CYPRESS. 


Found In Its Wild State In Only Two 
Spots In the World. 

One of the most Interesting and pic- 
turesque trees in the world, as well as 
one of the most ancient, is the Cupres- 
sus macracarps, or Monterey «cypress, 
[ts native habitat Is extremely restrict- 
‘ed, for it is found in {ts wild state in 
only two spots in the whole wide world 
—on the edge of a grove of conifers 
stretching for a few miles between 
the bay of Monterey and the bay of 
Carmel (the latter of which bears a 
striking resemblance in outline and 
color to its prototype in the Holy Land) 
and in a similar spot near Pescadero, a 
little town lying on the coast between 
Monterey and San Francisco, The 
Monterey grove consists of only a doz- 
en or two cypresses of large size and 
most striking appearance. Their trunks 
are massive and wrinkled with hoary 
age, while their boughs, gnarled and 
twisted, grow chiefly on one side away 
from the stormy winds that have buf- 
feted them for thousands of years. The 
noble trees are limited to the rocky 
wind beaten shore, on which some of 
them have but a precarious hold. 
Hemmed between the slowly encroach- 
ing ocean on one hand and a pine for- 
est on the other, their future is ex- 
posed to great hazard. It is therefore 
gratifying to observe that a fair num- 
ber of thrifty young cypresses are 
holding their own against the pines for 
a short distance inland.—Scientific 
American,

pean Turkey. The verious battalions 
and regiments fraternize as they meet, 
and the forthcoming week will dis- 
close what is the read purpose of this 
remarkable advance. 


MISSIONARIES DIE. 


Reports of Death of Americans at 
Adana Verified. 

Beirut, Syria, April 19.—A terrible’ 
uprising has occurred in Adana. 
Street fighting has been going on for 
three days and at least one thousand 
persons have been killed. 

The city has been practically de- 
stroyed by fire. 

American missionaries named Rog- 
ers and Maurer, the latter ‘from 
Hadpi, are dead. 

All the other Americans are safe. 

The British vice-consul, Major 
Daughty-Wylie, was shot through the 
arm. \ 

At Tarsus there was less loss of life. 
The Armenian quarter was destroyed. 
Four thousand refugees are housed 
in the American mission. 

The need of relief is great, for short- 
ly the fugitives will be on the verge 
of starvation. 

Conditions in the Vilayet of Alex- 
andretta are most serious. 


Wild Riot at Football Match. 

Glasgow, April 19.—Sixty thousand 
spectators who attended a football 
match here Saturday joined in a wild 
riot because a second attempt to play 
off a championship tie resulted in a 
draw and the teams refused to con- 
tinue. : 

The crowd rushed on to the field 
and tore up the goal posts. They 
also uttacked the pavilion and set fire 
to the pay boxes and barricades. 

A large force of mounted and foot 
police attempted to quell the disturb- 
ance and a savage fight resulted, in 
which all available missiles were 
used. Forty injured persons were tak- 
en to the hospital. When the firemen 
attempted to quell the flameg the 
crowd cut their hose. 

The football authorities intend to 
withhold the championship cup as a 
punishment for all concerned,

‘BIG STRUGGLE NOW ON 


Bulls and Bears Will Wrestle 


in Wheat Pit. 


Fight Will Be Between Those Who 
Believe In U.S. Crop Report and 
Those Who Think Jas. A. Patten 
Knows the State of the Coming 
Yield — Secretary Wilson Declares 
That Prices Are Artificial. 


Chicago, April 19.—The wheat mar- 
ket is expected to furnish the feature 


news of the week, so far as America 
is concerned, * P 

The non-speculative consumer is as- 
sured by Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 
son that there is suffictent wheat in 
the country at normal prices to sup- 
ply the demand until the new crop is 
marketed, and that present prices are 
artificial, On the other hand, Jas. A. 
Patten, head of the bull pool in Chi- 
cago, insists that the present prices 
are naturally fixed by the law of sup- 
ply and demand. ri 

Flour men and bakers are anxious, 
and if prices continue to soar this 
week a somewhat general increase in 
prices, through the States at any rate, 
or a cutting down of the size of the 
loaf of bread, is predicted. 

Saturday, Mr. Patten personally 
left the market to its fate, which fate, 
from the view of the Patten crowd, 
improved considerably, as prices ad- 
vanced over a cent in May and July 
options, Mr. Patten paid his respects 
to Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, 
declaring that the latter’s estimate 
of available supplies is a joke, and 
lectured reporters who, he alleges, 
have been more entertaining than ac- 
curate in their stories. 

As to talk of removing the tariff on 
wheat as a slap at manipulators, Mr. 
Patten was for it. 

“I am in favor of removing it, 
right now, because we will have to 
do it inside of ten years at any rate. 
It would not affect the price of wheat 
a penny, for the markets of the 
world are on a parity right now. Take 
off the duty on corn, oats and live 
stock, too, for it will not be long be- 
fore we have to import them. ny 
said this before and “Jim” Hill has 
been preaching it to the farmers 
along his railroads for the last three 
or four years. 

_ “As to Mr. Wilson, he is absolutely 
incorrect. There was not 143,000,000 
bushels on farms on March 1, It was 
nearer 100,000,000 bushels. My infor- 
mation is better than his. But don’t 
take it from me; go to any big trader 
who pays his money for accurate in- 
formation on which to risk his capi- 
tal. They say I have a corner in 
wheat. I have not. The wheat I 
have would not feed tke world for 
one day.” 

The week's place in speculative his- 
tory is due to the practical passing 
of the so-called “May deal” and the 
active engagement of bulls and bears 
all along the line concerning the pro- 
per price of July contracts for wheat. 
From this time on the price of May 


may fluctuete erratically, but it is {! 


stated that there will be little trading 
in it. The bears admit that Patten 
won in that struggle and that he is 
arbiter of the price. However, few 
settlements of this delivery, it is said, 
remain to be made. The price dur- 
ing the week ranged between 125 3-8 
and 128 7-8, and closed Saturday at 
1281-8. July wheat, which went to 
114 3-8, under tremendous pressure on 
Thursday, closed Saturday within a 
shade of the best price of the week, 
at 1183-8. 

Whether this price is too high or 
too low cannot, of course, be known 
until the time for delivery on con- 
tracts. Both Secretary Wilson and 
Mr. Patten have remarked that “time 
will tell,” and “time” in the present 
instance means two months and a 
half from the present. That the fight 
between opposing interests will be 
one of the most exciting in the his- 
tory of the Board of Trade, no one 
doubts. In the aggregate, it will be 
waged between those who believe in 
the accuracy of the Government re- 

rte and those who pin their faith

About three weeks ago Aime Houle, 
brother of Mrs. Pelletier, visited Gru- 
mont’s store in Beauharnois and 
bought twenty-five No. 12 cartridges. 
Of course this fact dons not neces- 
sarily have to do with the murder. 

On Wednesday morning Aime 
Houle took the 10.45 train from Beau- 
harnois to Valleyfield en route for 
Ogdensburg to join the boat “Ben- 
nington.”” He was noticed at the sta- 
tion to be rather excited, although he 
is usually calm. 

On Thursday morning Wm. Houle, 
another brother, also left Beaubar- 
nois with the avowed intention of go- 
ing to the lumber camps.

SLAIN IN JEALOUSY. 


Ontario Sailor Pays With Life For 
Flirtation With Captain's Wife. 

Port Huron, Mich., April 19.—Geo. 
Birrell McKinnon, pged 21 years, of 
Mooretown, Lambton County, Ont., 
was shot by Captain Ralph Pringle, 
aged 32, of St, Clair, in the latter city 
shortly after midnight yesterday 
morning. McKinnon died yesterday 
afternoon at four o’clock, after re- 
maining in an unconscious condition 
almost until the last. 

According to eye-witnesses, Captain 
Pringle entered the saloon known as 
the “Hole in the Wall,’”’ and seeing 
McKinnon for the first time in three 
years declared that the town was not 
big enough for both of them. The 
two men entered a side room and an 
instant later three shots were fired 
and McKinnon fell to the floor un- 
conscious. 

Captain Pringle told the afficers 
when brought to the jail here that 
McKinnon had flitted with his wife 


}three years ago and that he had vow- 


ed to get even. Neither of the men 
were intoxicated at the time. 

Captain Pringle is a well-known 
lake captain. This year he expected 
to sail the steamer William A. 
Young. 

McKinnon had sailed for two years 
as a first mate. Last season he was 
on the steamer Rosemount, of Mont- 
real, and this year he had agreed to 
sail on the steamer Adriatic. ‘ 

Before breathing his last at the hos- 
pital McKinnon said that Pringle had 
no reason for shooting him. He would 
have said more, but he was too weak. 
He died before he could be revived. 


STABBING IN HAMILTON. 


Attack on Ross Wallace May Prove 
to Be Murder. 


Hamilton, April 19.—What may 
turn out to be murder occurred yes- 
terday morning at 10 o'clock when 
Ross Wallace; 22 East Hunter street, 
was stabbed over the heart. The doc- 
tors at the city hospital said last 
night that his chances of recovery 
were doubtful. Thomas Simpson, 152 
South John street, his brother-in-law, 
has been locked up on the charge of 
doing the stabbing. The affair took 
place at Wallace’s home. There were 
no witnesses, but from what the po- 
lice have been able to learn, Wal- 
lace’s wife was absent in Toronto on 
Saturday night, and Simpson’s wife 
remained out late, not coming home 
until midnight. She says she could 
not get in, and went to Wallace’s 
house to spend the rest of the night. 
Simpson went to Wallace’s twice ear- 
ly yesterday morning, but could not 
find his wife. About 10 o’clock, he 
located her at Wallace’s and as he 
came in she ran out. A short time 
after the tenants who live under Wal- 
lace’s room heard a noise, and went 
to his room to find that Wallace 
had been stabbed. Simpson was un- 
der the influence of drink when ar- 
rested and the police say that he told 
them that he was glad he put his bro- 
ther-in-law out of the way. 

Yesterday afternoon the magistrate, 
crown attorney and Inspector Mc- 
Mahon went to the hospital and took 
Woellace’s ante-mortem statement, in 
which he aceused Simpson of stab- 
bing him. The statement was made 
in the presence of the prisoner, who 
vigorously denied his guilt.

The notification of » tragedy 
wes received here late Seturdey after- 
noon, when word came from Clayton, 
N.Y., that a skiff had been found 
opposite the summer home of May 
Irwin, three miles from Clayton. De- 
scription revesled that it was a skiff 
that had left Gananoque at 1.10 
o’clock Saturday afternoon with Mr. 
and Mrs. Robbins and Taylor. 

A’ man named Pelow, working on 
Club Island, heard a call for 
help and saw an_ overturned skiff 
with two persons clinging to it. He 
started to the rescne in a skiff, and 
when he looked again only the youth, 
Taylor, wes to be seen. When the 
rescuer was only a few feet awav, 
Taylor released his hold and sank, 
not coming again to the surface. Pe- 
low dropped an anchor to mark the 
spot and then returned to summon 
aid.

Montreal, April 19.—Seven leading 
members of the City Council disquali- 
fied and the finance committee wiped 
out of official existence, is the result 
of a judgment given-Saturday in the 
Court of Review by Judges Martineau 
and Monette. : ! 

Some months ago Mayor Payette 
and the deputy clerk, R. Beausette, 
went on a journey to Paris. Miss 
Payette and Mrs. Baaunstte being of 
the party. Before they started the 
City Council voted $1,500 for the may- 
or’s expenses, and when he and the 
deputy returned they presented a 
further account, amounting to $4,000, 
the finance committee authorizing the 
payment of the same.

Constantinople, April 20,—The most ! 
important feature of the situation in 
the Turkish capital yesterday was the 
report that Sultan Abdul-Hamid had 
abdicated 

It caused the greatest excitement in 
the lobbies of Parliament and spread 
with lightning-like rapidity through- 
out the city. 

A rumor of the flight of the Sultan 
on a warship followed closely on that 
of his abdication, but neither could 
be confirmed. 

At the embassies all knowledge of 
the Sultan’s movements was denied, 
and the Foreign Office also gave a 
strong denial to one and all of these 
rumors,

able, an-it is believed that within a 
day or two the constitutionalists may 
accept as his succeasor Prince Yuss 
of Izzedin, the eldest son of the late 
Sultan, who is second in line, as they 
are strongly displeased with Abdul 
Hamid’s attitude, 

The concensus of opinion is that if 
the abdication of the Sultan is 
brought about, his overthrow and the 
proclamation of his successor will 
be accomplished peacefully. Many 
Turkish families in the Stamboul 
quarter are removing to abodes “ot 
greater safety, but in general the peo- 
ple, though fearful of coming events, 
are awaiting them philosophically 
and with resignation, 

It is announced officially that the 
deaths at Adana during the rioting 
numbered 400, among the killed be- 
ing many Turks. The telegraph lines 
to the provinces, however, are badly 
interrupted, and details of the mas- 
sacres ut Adana, Tarsus and other 
places are lacking. 

The advance of the constitutional 
forces began yesterday afternoon. 
Small parties were sent out to recon- 
noiter, and at 7 o’clock in the even- 
ing they were in sight of the gates of 
Constantinople. They @countered no 
resistance, nor does any resistance 
seem likely, unless at the palace. 
The headquarters of the constitu- 
tionalists’ army are at De’Deagatch 
and Gen. Husni Pasha’s forces, which 
now number between 20,000 and 30,- 


000, occupy a range of hills about 20 


miles from the capital. Every hour 
reinforcements are adding to their 
numbers. 

Miss Genevieve Duval, daughter of 


Rev. Dr. Duval of Knox Church, 
Winnipeg, who five years ago married 
Rev. H. M. Irwin of Ontario, is in 


the disturbed section at a place called 
Ceserae, only 100 miles south of 
Adana, from whence such an earnest 
appeal has been made for help.

Wm. Chambers, a native of Oxford 
County, who went to Turkey in 1879, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Fred W. McCallum, 
known at the various mission head- 
quarters in Toronto, and who are ir 
the service of the American Mission- 
ary Board.

Hon. Mr, Graham Announces 


Who Will Manage |.C.R.

Montreal, April 19.—At a banquet 
here by the Reform Club Saturday 
evening to Hon. George Graham, 


Minister of Railways, the announce- 
ment was made that David Pottinger 
and E. Tiffin of the Intercolonial 
Railway, Deputy Minister Butler of 
the Department of Railways, Frank 
P. Brady, divisional superintendent of 
the C.P.R., had been appointed a 
commission to run the Government 
railway system. 

The Minister of Railways said he 
would not discuss the advisability of 
easing the IC.R. at the present 
juncture as,he was determined to give 
the newly-appointed commission a 
fair trial for a year at least. 

Regarding the Dreadnought ques- 
tion, Hon. L. R. Brodeur stated that 
he and Sir Fred Borden were going 
to England to interview the Imperial 
naval authorities as to the best means 
to adopt to bring about the protection 
of the Canuadian coasts. 

The Imperial authorities did not 
want the Canadian Ministry to build 
Dreadnoughts. 

Matthew J. Butler, Deputy Minister 
and chief engineer of the Department 
of Railways, who is expected to be 
chairman of the commission,was born 
at Deseronto, Ont., and educated at 
Toronto University. He started his 
railway career in 1879 as transitman 
on the Pembroke extension of the 
Kingston & Pembroke Railway. Lat- 
er he was chief engineer ot the con- 
struction of the Thousand Islands 
Railway and the Napenee, Tamworth 
& Quebee Railway. In 1889 he was 
appointed assistant chief engineer of 
the Atchison, Topeka & Sante Fe. 
Returning to Canada in 1891 he be- 
came chief engiheer of the Bay of 
Quinte Railway & Nnhvigation Co., 
and in 1903 was appointed chief en- 
gineer of the Locomotive & Machine 
Co, of Montreal and designed and 
built their shops here. In 1904 he 
was appointed assistant chief engi- 
neer to the National Transcontinental 
Railway Commission; and a year lat- 
er succeeded Collingwood Schreiber 
as Deputy Minister of Railways and 
Canals. Mr. Butler also studied law, 
and in 1897 was admitted to practice 
at the Illinois Bar,

Later he went to, the States as south- 
western agent of the Commercial Ex- 
press fast freight line at St. Louis, 
Mo. Returning to Canada in 1896, he 
joined the C.P.R. as general freight 
agent of the Atlantic division. In 
1901 he was appointed traffic mana- 

er of the Intercolonial and in 1903 

general traffic manager of the 
Government railways. 

E. P. Brady was born in 1852, and 
edutated at Newbury, Vt., served 
some time with the Passumpsic and 
other American railways. In 1888 he 
entered the service of the Canadian 
Pacific as train master, being later 
promoted assistant superintendent of 
the C.P.R. at Winnipeg, and in the 
following year was promoted as gen- 
eral superintendent of the Lake Su- 
perior division at North Bay. He re- 
signed from the service last year, 
since which time he has not been con- 
mected with any railway.

It is announced officially that the 
deaths at Adana during the rioting 
numbered 400, among the killed be- 
ing many Turks. The telegraph lines 
to the provinces, however, are badly 
interrupted, and details of the mas- 
sacres at Adana, Tarsus and other 
places are lacking. 

The advance of the constitutional 
forces began yesterday afternoon.

Four Cattlemen Are Hanged by 


Mob For Murder. 


Climax of Lawlessness in Ada, Okla., 
When Crowd of Wealthy 
Disgusted With State of 
Affairs Execute Slayers of Deputy

Ada, Okla., April 20.—Four promin- 
ent cattle men were taken from the 
city jail here yesterday and lynched 
by a mob of 100 citizens. The mob 
is said to have organized in the rooma 
of a club and then marched to tho 
jail, where they found only one man 
on guard

Shortly after three o'clock yester- 
|day morning the lynchers shut off the 
electric street lights, cut the tele- 
phone oommunication and gathered 
near the jail. There they met County 
Attorney Robert Wimbish, who had 
received word that’ the mob was 
forming. The crowd stopped at his 
request. Attorney Wimbish said :— 
“Men of Ada, you are disgracing this 
community in the eyes of the world. 
Think this matter over calmly and 
let the law take its course. I appeal 
to you as an officer of the law to re- 
turn to your homes.” 

“This is no time for speeches,” said 
the leader of the mob, and the men 
|moved silently toward the jail door. 
Only Guard McCarthy was on duty. 
|He tried to protect his prisoners, but 
|was knocked senseless with a revolver 
|butt. The four prisoners were quick- 
ly taken out, although West fought 
desperately. The mob led the four 
men to a barn, a few hundred feet 
away, and stood them in a straight 
line. They refused to say anything 
{about the murder and were carried to 
|a beam and strung up in a row. Just 
before the rope was placed about his 
neck Miller calmly removed a dia- 
mond from his shirt front and re- 
quested that it be sent to his wife 
in Fort Worth. From his necktie he 
drew out a diamond scarf pin, with 
the request that it be given to Guard 
McCarthy for his kindness to him. 
As soon as the men were dead the 
mob disappeared. At daylight the

Gilbert Oliver Is Arrested. 


Toronto, April 26.—Toronto has had 
three murders in three weeks, the 
| third occurring Saturday afternoon 
within 200 feet of where James Dillon 
was found lying in Jarvis street, beat- 
en to death, 

Wm. Gordon, a Scottish carpenter, 
| 50 years of age, was found sitting 
propped up against a fence at the 
| corner of Duchess and George streets, 
at 5.15 Saturday afternoon, by P. Cc. 
Grant. Taking him for a ‘drunk, 
the policeman called the patrol wag- 
on; but when it arrived it was plain 
the man was in a serious state of 
unconsciousness, so he was driven to 
St. Michael’s Hospital, where it was 
found necessary to operate on his 
skull. At 9.15 he died. 

Gordon had been seen by several 
persons in the vicinity where he was 
found, and a police enquiry revealed 
that he had been punched in the 
mouth, his head forcibly striking the 
pavement. He had been dragged by 
two companions across the street, and 
propped against the fence. 

From a description of the man who 
delivered the blow, Acting Detective 
Harry Armstrong of No. 1 division 
arrested Gilbert Oliver, 29 years old, 
at 11.30 p.m., on West Queen street, 
opposite Chestnut, where he had 
surmised the man might be found 
hanging around, 

At first Oliver denied any knowl- 
edge of the crime; but later, when 
identified by eye-witnesses, admitted 
having had an altercation with Gor- 
don, claiming that the victim had 
“butted in” and followed himself and 
companion into the Blaek Horse Ho- 
tel and on to the street, leading up 
to a row. 

The dead man had been boarding 
at the Workingman’s Home, 59 Fred- 
erick street, for the past two weeks 
and was employed by a local con- 
tracting firm. His employers and ac- 
quaintances all speak well of him.

Field guns, heavy artillery and ma- 
chine guns were used by both sides 
and at some of the local barracks, not- 
ubly Tasch Kischia, the Constanti- 
nople troops put up a resolute de- 
fence. No merey was shown to the 
troops who led in the uprising of 
April 14. 

The men in the Tasch Kischia bar- 
racks surrendered at 1 o'clock, and 
with this event the entire capital 
passed into possession of the consti- 
tutionalists. 

The artillerists in the Taxim_bar- 
racks were guilty of gross treachery. 
They hoisted the white flag and 
thereby enticed the Saloniki infantry- 
men to close range. As the Saloniki 
men were approaching the barracks 
across an open piece of ground to re- 
ceive the surrender the force within 
opened on them with a heavy shell 
fire and compelled them to retreat. 
The Saloniki artillery was then 
brought up and shelled the barracks, 
inflicting heavy damage. The bar- 
racks twenty minutes later were rush- 
ed by the invading troops, and there 
was hand-to-hand fighting in the bar- 
racks and the cemetery behind the 
structure. 

Perhaps the most remarkable fea- 
ture of.the attack upon the city was 
the great number of people of all na- 
tionalities, including many European 
women, who thronged the streets im-. 
mediately outside of the zone of fire. 

Everybody showed that confidence 
had been inspired by the discipline, 
valor and friendly courtesy of the in- 
vading troops, purticularly the gen- 
darmes of Saloniki. 

At noon the battle ceased, and pre- 
cautionary measures were imnmediate- 
ly taken by those upon whom victory 
had rested to insure the safety of the 
residents. General satisfaction seem- 
ed to be felt at the swift change from 
uncertainty to constitutional order. 

The number of casualties probably 
never will be known, but it is esti- 
mated far into the thousands. Around 
the Taxim Burracks alone it is be- 
lieved thousands fell. The private 
houses within the line of fire suffered 
greatly. 

In the pockets of some of the dead 
were found large sums of money in 
gold, which, it is assumed, was part 
of the price of their loyalty. 

Should the Sultan remain in office, 
it will merely be in a nominal way. 
His allowance will be greatly restrict- 
ed, and he will have no means for 
further agitation should his mind 
turn again in this direction. 

Mehemmed Reschad Installed. 

London, April 26.—The Daily Tele- 
graph’s Vienna correspondent sends 
the report that the Sultan was taken 
out of the palace by force at a late 
hour last night, and that Mehemmed 
Reschad Effendi was installed in his 
place.

Mr. Macdonnel Inquires About the 
French Treaty and Is Told That It 
Is Still In Abeyance. 


Ottawa, April R. L. Borden 
brought to the attention of the 

ernment in the House yesterday a 

statement in the press that on several 
occasions the U. S. Government had 
applied, through the British consul at 

Washington, for a statement of Can- 
ada’s contention in regard to juris- 
diction over Hecate Strait, but with- 
out avail. 

Sir Wilfrid said that there had been 
some correspondence on the subject, 
but he was not in a position to state 
Canada’s position in the matter, 

Hecate Strait, which separates 
Queen Charlotte Island from 
mainland of British Columbia, was 
the scene of the recent seizure of an 
American vessel for fishing in terri- 
toriel waters of Canada. ‘ 

While private bills were under dis- 
enssion R. L. Borden insisted that it 
was time Parliament should lay down 
some principle in regard to the re- 
newal of lapsed patents. 

Following this suggestion E. M. 
Macdonald argued that power should 
be vested in the Minister of Agricul- 
ture as commissioner of patents to 
deal with such cases after the man- 
ner of the new pr. ee in England, 
which had given every satisfaction, 
namely, by enforcing the manufac- 
turing clause. in the case of all for- 
eign patents. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Mac- 
donne! as to the position in which 
the French treaty stands at present, 
the Finance Ministe\ said. 

“The treaty of 1907 was approved 
in due course by the Parliament of 
Canada, and also by the Chamber of 
Deputies of France, but when it 
reached the French Senate there was 
considerable delay owing to the strong 
opSosition among the French Sena- 

tors, who claimed that the treaty was 
too favorable to Canada. After con- 
siderable delay and negotiations a 
supplementary treaty was entered into 
which has been Inid before this 
House. That, as well as the original 
treaty, has been approved by the 
French Senate, but it requires yet to 
be approved by the Chamber of 
Deputies, :

plies, and trade to-day at this improve- 
ment was very firm. This, coupled with 
the comparatively small supplies of cat- 
tle coming forward here, and the good 
demand from local and out-of-town but- 
che.s, has tended to strengthen the situ- 
ation some, but prices show further ad- 
vance as compared with those of last 
Wednesday, The quality of stock offered 
was generally of a good. useful sort, and 
an active trade was done, Sales of pick- 
ed lots of Ontario stall-fed steers, weigh- 
ing from 1300 to 1350 Ibs., sold at 6c per 
lb., while straight loads of good to choice 
stock were bought for export at $5.75 to 
$5.8 per 100 Ibs. Good, useful butchers’ 
cattle in loads sold ut 5%c to b’c; fair 
at 4%c to 5c, and lower grades at S%c to 
444c per Ib. Manitoba fat cows in loads 
wold at $4.75 to $4.85 per 100 lbs., and good 
to choice bulls at 44 to 5%c per Ib. 

The trade in small meats was quiet on 
account of the fact that supplies were 
limited, and in consequence of which 
prices ‘ruled firm. The demand for the 
little stock that was offered was good, 
and sajes of yearling lambs were mado 
at 6%c to 7c, and old sheep at 5c to Yc 
per lb. A few spring lambs brought 
from $3 to $6 each, as to size. The de~ 
mand for calves was good at prices rang- 
ing from $1.50 to % each, as to quality. 
In sympathy with the strong cable ad- 
vices on Canadian bacon and the sready 
upward tendency of prices of late, in all 
the leading foreign markets, coupled with 
the limited supply of hogs coming for- 
ward here, a very strong undertone pre- 
vails {o the market, and prices this morn- 
ing scored a further advance of 0c per 
100 bls. The demand from packers and 
dealers was good, and an active trade 
was done with sales of selected lots at 
$8.25 to $8.25 per 100 Ibs., welghed off cars.

The country now called Mexico was 
not so called till 1810, when the revolt 
against Spain began. Up to independ- 
ence the country was called New Spain 
and was divided into the same number 
of provinces as Spain, each with a 
name of a province in Spain, with the 
prefix of “new,” bat New Mexico was 
not included in this diviston. It got its 
name in this way: 

In 1561 Francisco Ibarra was in 
charge of an expedition of exploration 
into what is now northern Durango 
and southern Chihuahua and discov- 
ered an Indian village near where Sap- 
ta Barbara now stands in which the 
houses were whitewashed and the peo- 
ple made and wore cotton cloth, ruts- 
Ing the cotton in the neighborhood. 
He wrote an account of his discovery 
to his brother {fn the City of Mexico. 
telling him he had discovered “una 
nueva Mexico,” a new Mexico, another 
Mexico, meaning that he had found 
another town like the City of Mexico.
